His spirit brav . he spent his 
first day in bed since he assumed 
ihe leader.ship of the Catholic 
church 14 years ago completely 
resigned, officials .said to either 
becoming better or wor.se. 

Per.sos clo.se to the Holy Fa¬ 
ther disclosed that a paralytic con¬ 
dition first noticed in his left leg 
had spread to the right. 

Body Is Weak 

High prelates asserted the pon- 
tif coufld move his lembs .some¬ 
what, but was unable to lift them. 
Other parts of his body, they said, 
were weak. 

The morning stroke wa.s stated 
authoritatively to have been due 
lo a combination of arterio sclero¬ 
sis and high blood pre.s.sure. 

Physicians told him a slight 
bloodletting would reduce the 
blood pre.s.sure and bring some 
relief, but the pontiff declined to 
permit this, officials a.s.sertcd. 

Cancels .Xetivllies 

Vatican officials .said the pope 
had cancelled all activities and 
audiences. 

Dr. Amanti Milan! was called 
to attend the pontiff and has re¬ 
mained constantly at the pope’s 
bedside, prelates .said. 

The pope's condition wa.s dis- 
rovered early this morning by his 
valet, Malvestiti, when he at¬ 
tempted to a.ssist the Holy p'ather 
in arising, church officials re¬ 
ported. 

Rill Strkken Same Way 

The paralysis, it w.as said, is 
feared to be progre.ssive. .Some 
recalled that both tbe pontiff's 
mother and elder brother, Fernio, 
were stricken in the same way. 

Fermo .spent Ihe Iasi year of 
his life in an arm chair which, 
some believed, may be the ca.se 
with the pope. 

News of the pope’s illne.ss spread 
quickly throughout the Vatican, 
causing consternation in all quar¬ 
ters.

“If the king refuses to take the 
advice of his ministers they are, 
of cour.se, free to resign." 

Churchill also said the monarch 
“for many years has been under 
the greatest moral and mental 
strain that can fall upon men" in 
pleading time for the king to “con¬ 
sider the advice of his ministers.” 

He concluded: I

“If an abdication were to be 
hastily extorted the outrage so 
committed would cast its shadow 
forward across many chapters in 
the history of the British empire.” 

Should Baldwin resign, Churchill 
might be chosen by the king to fill 
his place.

Turn Right at Arches to Co Left 


Down at The Arches there's a 
$185,000 puzzle. The slate put it 
there for drivers to figure out. 
And if they don . do things right, 
there are going to be accidents. 

That overhead cro.ssing was jiut 
there to eliminate danger of ac¬ 
cidents, however, and it's really 
.simple to get into the swing of 
making turns right and not mak¬ 
ing left turns or else you'll get 
left. 

Capt. Henry Meehan of the 
highway patrol explained it today. 
It has ramifications that could 
go on and on until there were a 
flock of very dizzy drivers try¬ 
ing to get from here to there— 


but there is only one simple rule 
thal’ll keep yon out of trouble, 
accidents and traffic courts. Here 
'tis: 

Do no turn loft and do not cross 
a road. 

Signs tell you that just as you 
get to the overhead, but some 
people evidently don’t believe in 
signs, the captain has concluded. 

Getting from one place to an¬ 
other-even getting to a place to 
the left of where you al read.v are 
— is just a matter of right turns. 
Let's draw a picture. 

The overhead dingus it cost 
$185,000 and it’s all worked out lo 
handle traffic just so is com¬ 
posed of a regular X crossing, with 


one highway jinnping up over the 
other one .so there really ksn’t an 
intersection. The four branches 
of that X arc connected by diag¬ 
onal roafis which run from the 
lower roaii to the upper one. 
Got it? 

Suppose you’re coming from 
Santa Ana, and wdth Aunt Maria 
and the kids want to go to La¬ 
guna Beach. That, in the old 
days, would have meant a left 
turn - with the chance you might 
not get to Laguna Beach but to 
a hospital instead. 

Yoe keep on Newport boule¬ 
vard, and go right on over the 
coast highway. When you come 
to the diagonal road on the other 
side, you make a sharp right turn. 


That takes you down lo the coast 
highway, where you make another 
sharp right turn and there 
you arc. 

If you want to go to Hunting- 
ton Beach instead, just take the 
first diagonal road, without cross¬ 
ing over the top. Two small right 
turns and you're on your way. 

That, explains the captain, is 
all there is to it. Chances are 
you may take a wrong road and 
find yourself behind the eight-ball. 
But in that case there’s no known 
combination of directions you 
can’t achieve by obeying the one 
rule right turns only; don’t cross 
the highway and don’t make a 
left turn. 

You’ll get there, dizzy maybe.

McCourt. when he appeared yes¬ 
terday. pleaded guilty to the check 
charge, and asked for immediate 
sentence. Judge Allen, after hear¬ 
ing a pitiful tale of the tribula¬ 
tions that had brought McCourt 
to the point of cashing the check, 
refu.sed to .send him to pri.son, and 
imposed the lighter sentence in¬ 
stead. 

Investigation revealed the rea¬ 
son for McCourt's willingnes.s to 
"take the first rap that came 
along." 

His criminal recoi'd began in 
1907. when he was ariestcd for 
forgery in Oakland, He has served 
one term in the Washington state 
prison, and one term in the fed¬ 
eral prison at McNeill's I.sland.

Meal Not Superior 


: Seeks Damages for 
' Son’s Injuries

Hempseed meal, one of the new- 
by-products tested by the animal 
husbandry division of the Univer¬ 
sity of California, has not been 
found equal to many of the other 
fecds that have gained a place 
on the market or that are now- 
trying to gain recognition. This 
statement is made by Arthur 
Folger, on the Davis campus of 
the college of agiiculture, in a 
report to the local farm advisoi--s 
office. There have been c.xcep- 
tionally large numbers of inquiries 
regarding hempsoeif meal as a 
dairy feed. 

A by-product of the seed im¬ 
ported for oil for paint manufac¬ 
ture. it contains about 40 per cent 
total digestible nutrients. It has 
about the same amount of crude 
fiber as alfalfa hay. says Folger, 
but is somewhat lower in nitrogen 
free extract: while the digestibility 
of the protein is approximately 84 
per cent, that of the fiber is but 
12 per cent. The total dry matter 
in 100 pounds of hempseed meal 
is 92 pounds. Crude protein is 
26 per cent of the digestible nu¬ 
trients. carbohydrates 6 per cent, 
and fat 5.2 per cent. 

The feed was found to be rather 
unpalatable: sheep do not relish 
the meal in their ration, B'olger 
said.

the eastern and middle western 
auction centers. 

Navels were off 74 cents a box 
to an auction average for the 
week of $2.92 a box while volume 
increased 47 cars to a total of 304. 

Lemon volume remained about 
steady with only 4 cars less sold 
in the auctions for a total of 106 
cars while the average price per 
box dropped 27 cents to $3.53. 

Florida competition grew keener 
during the week with fruit from 
that state selling generally well 
! be'ow that from California. 

Prices in the auctions are lower 
than either of the comparable 
weeks in 1935 or 19.34 while lemon 
averages are running about 50 
cents below 1935 and 25 cents be¬ 
low 1934. 

W. C. Frackelton, general 
j manager for the California- 
Arizona orange and grapefruit 
agency, announced next week's 
probate as follows: 15 cars of 
navels and miscellaneous oranges 
from Arizona in interstate com¬ 
merce, 150 from southern Califor¬ 
nia and 1385 from central and 
northern California. 

Interstate prorates are 180 cars 
of navels and miscellaneous 
oranges from central and northern 
California and 20 from southern 
California. The estimate of the 
grower’s advisory committee on 
southern California navel oranges 
has been revised to 22,000 cars, 
3,000 less than last season and 
about 5,000 under shippers esti¬ 
mates for this season. 

Florida shipments last week, 
this week, and next week are 
moving without a volume prorate 
although there are restrictions on 
sizes and grades. No culls can be 
shipped and no number 3 grape¬ 
fruit. 


Howard Thompson, AAA repre¬ 
sentative, said the government is 
buying approximat-ely 150 cars of 
Florida grapefruit a week for 
federal relief purposes at 46 cents 
per box. Some buying is going 
on in Texas with buying expected 
to begin in California shortly 
after the first of the year. 

Pacific coast markets on Citrus 
were generally weaker with sup¬ 
plies and demand moderate. 
Arrivals at the four principal 
markets during the past were as 
follows: Seattle, 13 cars oranges 
and 1 car lemons; Portland 17 
cars oranges, 4 lemons: San 
Francisco.
